Whitewashed Stone. 

Question: The old cellar stone 
walls in our house have been white- 
washed. We should like to cement 
the cellar walls, but are told that 
the cement will not stick to the 
whitewashed walls, Is this true? 
What can be done to remove the 
whitewash? 

Answer: Whitewash is apt to peel 
taking the cement off with it, Re- 
move the whitewash by serubbing 
with a strong solution of household 
ammonia and water. Rinse the sur- 
face with clear water. For good 
results, be sure the surface of the 
stone is well roughened before put- 
ting on the new cement. Raking 
out the mortar points will give the 
new cement a better bond on the 

wall. 


Book Bindings. 

Question: What can be done to
